'CONTROL METHODS ARE OUTLINED

sibility of brown rot infestation 
of citrus orchards was this week 
released by the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, as follows: 

The recent heavy rain with ac- 
companying fogs have greatly en- 
hanced the danger from brown 
rot in the citrus groves of central 
California. At the present time 


considerable brown rot can be 
found in a number of orchards and 
instances already 
caused damaged. Not only does 
it destroy fruit and foliage, but 
it may also result in fruit losses

after picking and shipment. 


Where applications of copper 
sprays were made ahead of the 
rains, examinations indicate that 
‘much of the material has been 
washed from the fruit and trees. 
Moreover, considerable acreage in 
some areas had not been treated 


before the rains. 

The above conditions point to 
the necessity of emergency treat- 
ments, especially in orchards with 
a past history of brown rot dam- 
age.

The Congresq authorized 
these projects to be constructed 
dy the corps of engineers in Pub- 
lic Law 534, Seventy-Eighth Con- 
gress, 1944. 

Since that authorization, the 
bureau of reclamation through its 
machinations and working in con- 
junction with a conspiratorial 
group developed by its vast pro- 
paganda organization, succeeded 
in delaying construction progres- 
ses on all of the projects, and, 
have so far, prevented any actual 
construction on the Success dam 
(Tule) and the Terminus dam

MECHANICAL COTTON: PICKING 
GURES SHOW ADVANTAGE OVER 


HAND METHOD ON LARGE ACREAGE 


Whether to use mechanical or 
handpicking is the 64-dollar ques- 
tion..for most growers planning 
next season’s cotton acreage. 

An evaluation study by Trimble 
R. Hedges of the agricultural eco- 
nomics division of the University 
of California at Davis and Warren 
R. Bailey of the U.S.D.A. tips the 
scale in favor of the mechanical 
harvester, particularly if the 
seasonal crop exceeds 200 bales 


Basing their figure on the 1949 
experience of 63 San Joaquin 
valley growers, the economists 
conclude, “‘When the costs of 
harvesting, field. waste, and grade 
loss of machine picking are total- 
ed against those of handpicking, 
the net economic advantage is in 
favor of the former.”’ 

In their estimate of the cost of 
mechanical harvesting, Hedges 


and Bailey include depreciation, |' 


taxes, insurance, and 4 per cent 
interest on both the tractor and 
the machine. Summarizing in 
terms of 1949 costs, they find an 
advantage of almost 19 dollars 
per bale in favor of the machine. 

A large part of the advantage, 
however, is dependent upon the 
careful operation of the harvester, 
they point out. The picking drums 
must be kept free of dirt, grease, 
and soiled cotton. The spindles 
should be moistened as lightly 
as possible and pickings should 
be made only during favorable 
weather conditions, that is, when 
the humidity is relatively dow. 

In addition, the crop should be 
planted and grown with. this type 
of harvesting in mind. A few re- 
commendations are offered by 
these investigators and the divi- 
sion of Agricultural Engineering 
at Davis as important factors in 
keeping the costs of machine pick- 
ing on the favorable side of the

On January 5, the fish and 
game commission will meet in 
Los Angeles to hear recommenda- 
tions for fishing and hunting reg- 
ulations to be applicable during 
the ensuing season. The proposals 
however will not be acted upon 
until later in January. 

This procedure is the regulatory 
powers given to the commission 
by the State Legislature and any 
person or group may submit their 
ideas on seasons, bag limits and 
method of taking fish and game 
at this forthcoming January meet- 
ing. 

Proposals coming from the or- 
ganized sportsmen and the com- 
mission personnel, as a rule, re- 
ceive the most serious conisdera- 
tion. Representatives from various 
sportsmen’s groups will meet in 
Los Angeles on January 4 to com- 
pile their recommendations for 
united presentation the next morn- 
ing. California sportsmen have 
gone a long ways in the last few 
years to present State-wide to all 
concerned under the banner of, 
Organized Sportsmen of Califor- 
nia, Inc. 

Late last week we were privi- 
leged to attend one of the region- 
al fish and game personnel meet- 
ings in Tulare. All game wardens 
Kings and 
Kern counties met with the State 
game managers and the State fish 
men for the purpose of agreeing 
on what they would jointly re- 
commend to the commission in the 
way of fishing and hunting regu- 
lations. 

“The fish session was short and 
consisted only of a recommenda- 
tion to close the San Joaquin, 
Kings, Tule, Kaweah and Kern 
rivers to all fishing from certain 
points upstream except during 
the trout season. This would eli- 


thinate the present’ year-around 


eatfish, black bass and other 


warm water fishing except down- 


stream from the designated points. 
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For instance it was noted to close 
the San Joaquin river from State 
Highway 41 Bridge upstream in- 
cluding all tributaries except dur- 
ing the legal trout season. It was 
further specified that Millerton 
and Bass lakes were to be exempt. 
In other words, these two bodies 
of water would remain open the 
year-around but of course all 
trout taken would have to be re- 
leased if the season on the species 
was not open. 

Action on game birds and ani- 
mals summed up in this manner: 

Pheasant bag limit on the new 
677 areas, one bird. The hunter 
would have the privilege of go- 
ing elsewhere for another one. 
Shooting hours on pheasant from 
8 A. M. to 4 P. M., and on quail, 
rabbits and tree squirrels after 
the pheasant season, shooting to 
cease at sundown. This was in- 
tended primarily to prevent tak- 
ing advantage of the quail going 
to roosting areas. 

Arrange special hunt to harvest 
the deer migrating from the na- 
tional parks.

If they 
persist through laundering remove 
the spot later with cleaning fluid. 

5. Do not soak silks. 

6. Rinse thoroughly in a fresh 
basin of tepid water, changing 
water at least twice. 

7. Do not bleach or use blueing 
on whit silks. You can buy pow- 
dered rinse or brand of soap 
flakes chemically compounded to 
preserve whiteness. 

Press out excess water. Do not 
twist or wring, for this breaks 
the fiber. Roll in a turkish towel 
to absorb remaining moisture. 
Hang on rack well away from in- 
tense heat or sunshine until damp- 
dry. Do not try to iron crepes 
that have become totally +dry by 
dampening them again, for they 
will not respond propertly. 

9. A good trick for simplifying 
ironing is to put the clothes rolls 
into the ice-box for an hour or 
two. They are dry enough when 
taken from the towel, and you 
will discover that the lettuce leaf 
crispness of cold silk irons with 
easy perfection and does not 
stretch. Use a moderate iron and 
press on the wrong side follow- 
ing the direction of the weave. 
To prevent shine or scorching, 
place a piece of gauze under the 
fabric and a dampened press cloth 
over it.

A Winning Smile 


By H. C. MEITH

The proper way to use corn- 
stalks to protect young citrus 
trees is to surround the trunk 
tightly with the stalks and then 
tie them securely. Many growers 
make the mistake of placing the 
stalks so that they lean against 
the foliage of the tree so as to 
resemble an Indian Wigwam. This 
method may do more harm than 
good because it cuts off the foliage 


from the light. 


Moreover, it does nothing to 
protect the trunk of the tree, 
which is the most important part 
of the tree above the ground. In 
the past two freezes trees in 
which the foliage was saved by 
the leaning cornstalks were dama- 
-ged at ground level and so the 
whole tree was eventually killed. 

When cornstalks are used they 
should be paced upright around 


stalks deep. The tops of the stalks 
should be allowed to extend up 
through the orange tree foliage 
but the foliage should remain 
exposed to the air. The stalks 
should be tied tightly to the trunk, 
In this way the trunk of the 
tree will be protected by the in- 
sulating value of the layer of 
stalks even through severe freezes, 
If the trunk is saved a tree can 
quickly rebuild a new top, but 
the opposite is not true. '

Clothes Hanger 
Is Base For 


t On Rough Side Here And There| Christmas Wreath 


By CLARA E. COWGILL 
Home Advjsor 

A wire clothes hanger can dou- 
ble as the frame for a homemade 
Christmas wreath fashioned from 
fir, cedar, pine, redwood, laurel, 
boxwood, holly or other suitable 
greens, 

Shape the hanger until it is 
round, leaving the hook on top 
for hanging the finished wreath. 
Prepare strips of evergeen six 
inches long to cover the frame. 
Use a spool made of wire wound 
around a twig, or dark colored 
twine to tie on the greenery. 

Start at the hook by wiring 
on little bunches of green. Keep 
the stems all running in one di- 
rection. Unwind just enough wire 
each time to fasten on one bunch 
of greens. 

If the wreath will hang where 
both sides are visible, place the 
greens on alternate sides, first on 
the front, then on the back. 

Work in pine cones or sprigs 
of holly for added interest: and 
decorate with a big red bow.
